THE GOLDBUGS ARE FLOCKING TO COVER 


They See That the People of the Country 
Are Bimetallists and Are Going To 
Klect Hardin Governor. 


Louisville, Ky., September 3.—(Special.— 
That General Hardin, the democratic can- 
didate for the governorship, will now win 
by an overwhelming majority, there can 
be no doubt. 

The best evidence of this is the fact 
that those democrats who did so much to- 
ward bringing about the excited state of 
feeling and demoralizing the party, see the 
handwriting on the wall and are hurrying 
back to take their places in the ranks. 
John G. Carlisle, the author of all the 
mischief in the state, has at last concluded 
to come to the aid of democracy, and Colo- 
Breckinridge, who hoped to 
knife prominent democrats, has given up 
that scheme and will be also heard upon 
the stump in favor of the election of the 
state ticket. 

The very day when it was announced 
that Colonel W. O. Bradley would not meet 
the balance of his appointments with 
General Hardin, {ft was at once seen to be 
a confession of failure. Perhaps no re- 
publican candidate north or south was 
ever better treated by his democratic op- 
ponent than was Colonel Bradley. In the 
Mayfield mass meeting, where out of the 
§,000 present perhaps not 500 were republi- 
cans, they remained and gave Colonel 
Bradley a hearing which was highly com- 
In every engagement General 
Hardin himself called upon the democrats 
present to give Colonel Bradley a hearing ° 
worthy of a great cause. With all these, 
facts in view, it is strange that when a 
mob prevented Colonel from 
speaking, which was denounced for so do- 
ing by General Hardin, that Colonel Prad- 
ley should decline further to continue the 
joint debates. The fact is that the repub- 
licans felt that they had a failing cause and 
were anxious for the first excuse upon 
which to break up the joint debates. If 
General Hardin had spoken to the Emi- 
nence crowd after it had refused to hear 
Colonel Bradley, the latter’s friends 
might have had some excuse for 
their withdrawal, but, as it was, 
General Hardin not only refused to speak 
but denounced the mob in terms so strong 
that even Colonel Bradley himself could 
not have improved upon it. 

At the same time that the republicans 
were awaking to the fact that they had no 
chance of success, the goldbug democrats 
began to realize that outside of the few 
cities and the office holders they had no 
Strength whatever. It became plain to 
them that for every vote taken here from 
General Hardin by goldbugism in the cities, 
he was gaining a dozen in the country. 

Even here in Louisville the leading bolt- 
ers whose enthusiasm was fed upon im- 
agination for a few days, began to perceive 
that they had committed a mistake. They 
began to return to the party, not in a 
maniy manner, it is true, but by a method 
of indirection which told how badly they 
Were beaten.

Carlisle, W. C. P. Breckinridge and others 
of those who placed Clevelandism above 
Cemocracy, are returning to the support 
of the party, the democratic hosts of Ken- 
tucky will present a solid force to the re- 
publican nominee,

ful man in this state, and after his elec- 
tion to the governorship, which is certain, 
he will be the master mind-of this state. 
He has won his laurels by standing up for 
the cause of the people and the people 
Will sce to it that he remains upon the 
Waich tower of their political liberties.

SMALL CUT FROM THE WEST. 


In October the Western Lines May 
Do More for Rates. 


Chicago, September 3.—At the meeting of 
Western Passenger Association today @ 
resolution was adopted providing that spe- 
cial rates to the Atlanta exposition should 
be based on 75 per cent of the regular 
fare each way, the dates of sale and re- 
turn limits to be fixed by the chairman. 
It was agreed that no lower rates should 
be made in advance of another meeting, 
which will be held early in October. It is 
then expected that a further reduction will 
be made. The western lines believe that 
they have done all that is safe and reas- 
onable for this month. 
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DID NOT Dik OF CHOLERA. 


Investigation in Regard to the Dead 
on the Steamer Belgic. 

Washington, September 3.—Surgeon Gen- 
eral Wyman, of the marine hospital ser- 
vice, has instituted a_ rigid investigation 
into the facts in regard to the arrival of 
the steamer Belgic at San Francisco. This 
is the steamer that 1s supposed to have 
brought cholera infected Chinese and Japa- 
nese to Honolulu and then to have proceed- 
ed to San Francisco, where her steerage 
passengers passed the quarantine officials 
and were landed. Press reports stated that 
the Belgic landed at San Francisco with 
three dead Chinese in the steerage, all of 
whom had died from cholera August 3lst. 

Surgeon General Wyman wired Dr. God- 
frey, in charge of the marine hospital at 
San Francisco, giving him an abstruct 
‘of the press dispatches and directing him 
to investigate them. A reply was reccived 
from Mr. Godfrey today stating that these 
Chinese did not die from cholera. No evi- 
dence has been adduced tending to show 
that there was cholera on the Belgic at 
any time either before or after leaving 
China, but the marine hospital service, 
taking the worst view and acting upon the 
supposition that. cholera did exist, is look- 
ing into the whole matter thoroughly, and 
within a few days all the steerage pas- 
sengers will be located. 

The sanitary inspection at San Francisco, 
the port where the Belgic landed, is un- 
der the supervision of local health and 
boarding officials who disinfect and other- 
wise care for vessels after they have been 
sent there by local authorities. 

The Pacific coast appears to be well 
guarded and it does not seem probable 
that a cholera Ship could make any entry 
anywhere on the coast without detection. 
The quarantine stations at Port Town- 
send and San Diego, the remaining posts 
on the Pacific coast are under the controi 
of the marine hos»vital service and at other 
minor ports sanitary inspectors have been 
appointed who will act in conjunction with 
the local health authorities. Cholera has 
never beén brought to this country from 
the Pacific side and there is little fear 
that it can enter even though it should 
prove true that it has reached Honolulu 
in a form more or less malignant. 


LOWERING THE TAX. 


Although There Was a Great Decrease 
im Valuations. 

Jackson, Miss., September 3.—The board 
of supervisors of Hjnds county is beiny 
congratulated on all sides for making a 
material reduction in the tax levy for 15895, 
in the face of the fact that the assessment 
roll shows a decrease of $49,000. -Last vear 
the county tax was 8 mills and the state 6, 
making a total of 14. This year the county 
levy is 6 mills and the state 5, making a 
total of 11 mills, the lowest in the history 
ot Hinds county since the war. In is874 the 
total levy was 30 mills, which amounted to 
confiscation and caused Mississippi to 
throw off the republican yoke. In 1875 the 
levy was 20 mills, in 1878 16, in 18S0 16, in 
18% 14, in 1895 11, and notwtihstanding the 
steady reduction, hundreds of thousands 
of school and railroad bonds created under 
carpet bag rule, have been retired, and 
Hinds county now has $00,000 in her treas- 
ury.

New Orleans, September 3.—The reports 

received in this city indicate’ that’ 
the worms in myriads are eating up the 
cotton. From Mississippi W£ all parts 
of the Yazoo and Mississippi delta, the 
greatest cotton producing country in the 
world, the cry is for paris green and lon- 
don purple. From the Red river country 
in Louisiana clear on up to Shreveport and 
from Vicksburg to Monroe and throughout 
that section of the country the accounts 
of cotton worms is disheartening. 
A canvass of the leading drug houses 
of this city shows that the orders for 
paris green and london purple have been 
so numerous from the worm-infested cot- 
ton districts that it has been impossible 
to fili them and today this market is 
bare of those two patent worm destroyers. 
Paris green and london purple are the 
only two remedies known foy cotton worms 
and when it 1s remembered that a single 
day sometimes suffices for the worms to 
practically destroy a whole field of 
cotton, it can be readily seen that the 
of worm poisons is likely to 
be serious in its consequences to the 
planters. ' 


WAS ONLY A SLIGHT ERROR, 


But It Prevented the Debt Statement 
from Being Published. 
Washington, September 3.—_No debt state- 
ment was issued from the treasury today 
for August, as an error in the cash ac- 
count prevented a balance being struck. 
The errcr is simply cne of tabulation, but 
involves the sartch of the treasurers 
books for the entirs month of August. 


Such errors frequently occur and usually | 


the difference in balancing is only a few 
cents, which is more. difficult to find than 
if it was an error of $1,000 or $1,000,000. 


A few minutes before 4 o’clock the error 
in the treasurer’s cash was discovered and | 


a balance was struck. The error was a 


trivial one of a few cents only, but it was, 


discovered too late. to permit the debt 


statement to be issued today. It will be, 


made public tomorrow. 
The treasury balance as shown in to- 
morrow’s debt statement will be $184,039,156, 
of which $100,329,887 is gold. Withdrawals 
of $1,100,000 in go'd for export to Europe 
were reported by Assistant Treasurer Jor- 
dan at New York late this afternoon. Un- 
official advices report $2,000,000 in goid de- 
posited by the syrdicate today. This makes 
the gold reserve stand, with withdrawal 
and deposits accounted for, at $11,229,837.

Colonel J, W. Robertson Asks Why 
Is Hoke with Sherman? 


IT 1S STRANGE GROUND FOR A DEMOCRAT 


How Is It That Silver Is Good Enough for 
Taxes, and Not Gocd Enough 
for Bonds. 


Clarksville, Ga., September 3.—(Special.)— 
‘The political sensation of the season in 
this region of Georgia was the speech of 
Coionci J. W. Robertson made here today 
at the invitation of the pecple of this 
section upon the financial issues of the day. 
It was expected that Colonel Robertson 
would make repiy to the inuendos recently 
hurled at kim by The Atlanta Journal, the 
crgan of. the contractionists, after the 
speech of Mr. Hoke Smith at Toccoa a few 
days ago, and these exvnectations were 
fully realized in the withering response 
that Colonel Robertson made. 

Referring to the statements in The Jour- 
nal Colonel Robertson spoke with great 
enthusiasm and intensity and to judge 
from the manner in which his utterances 
were applauded by the crowd that filled 
the cvurthouse, it was clear that his senti- 
ments met fuli concurrence in the minds 
of the people of this region of the state. 

When Colonel Robertson reached that 
part of his speech devoted to the reply to 
the itruendos from the goldbug organ, 
everybody in the audience sat silent in 
eager attention. The applause was thrill- 
ing at times and the excitement ran high. 

The speech of Colonel Robertson hag 
made a great impression and everybody de- 
clares it to be the greatest effart the ora- 
tor of north Georgia has ever made. The 
speech was made in the courthouse, the 
court adjourning through special courtesy 
to Colonel Robertson at the request of 
many citizens, 

ln his repiy to the statements of Secre- 
tary Smith, Colonel Robertson saia: 

“My tellow citizens—rermlt me to occu- 
py a few moments of your time on @ ques~- 
tion of ‘personal privilege.’ 

“Tne Atlanta Journai of Saturday last, 
commenting on a speech made in Toccoa 
on that day by the honorable secretary 
of the interior, who came ali the way irom 
Washington city to enlighten the moun- 
tain crackers on the financial qQuestion, 
very \gratuitously alludes to me in the 
following language: 

‘“‘Colonel J. W. Robertson, as clever a 
man as lives in Georgia, has his home in 
this county, 
silver idol. 
through this section, 
surprise that his personal 
not prevailed spose he oa 
aa with Keka aad they heartily applaud 
his free silver utterances, but the rovk- 
ribbed democrats, merchants and farmers 
of the county, are for sound money. 

“The dose of taffy in this paragraph is 
so mixed up with inuendoes that 1 cannot 
swallow it without gagging. 

“while I do not know whether the popu- 
lists ‘here as elsewhere’ are with me or 
not on the silver question, 2s 1 nave a 
inquired where the populists are since ose 
there is one thing I do know, which 1s tha 
I have never been with the populists. 

“We do not seem as near to being with 
them as was the honorable secretary of 
the interior in 1890, when in a letter to 
Hon. W. L. Peck he expressed himself, 
not only in favor of ‘free silver,’ but also 
willing to make non-perishable agricultural 
products a basis for the issue of moncy.

“If it is a strange sight to see the popu- 


list with me on the silver question, is it 
not passing strange to see a democratic 
secretary of the interior and his organ in 
company with that arch republican, John 
Sherman, and his followers, worshiping 
at the shrine of the republican golden calf? 

“A change has been wrought in the dis- 
tinguished gentleman since 1890. Then he 
was ploughing with the alliance heifer. 
Since March 4, 1893, he has made his 
‘craps’ with the Cleveland bull. 

“Some poet, I believe, has said that 
consistency is a jewel. My fellow-citizens, 
consistency is not a jewel—jewels have a 
price. They can be ‘bought, bartered and 
sold.’ Consistency is' a virtue ‘and like all 
virtues is above price—even the allurements 
of public office.” 

He Takes Up the Financial Question. 

In opening the discussion of the financial 
question Colonel Robertson said that his 
opinions were the result of close study, 
much observation and business experience. 
They were uninfiuenced by any political 
ambitions to gratify, and that he had no 
debt of gratitude to pay to the people or 
any appointing power, or elevation to offi- 
cial position. The condition, he thought, 
in this off year in politics was only paral- 
leled by that of 1859 and 1860, when the 
great question of secession was before the 
country. We are now using in this coun- 
try, besides the minor coins, nine different 
kinds of money—some coin and some pa- 
per. The moneys are gold.coin, standard 
silver dollars, subsidiary coin, gold certfi- 
cates, silver certificates, United States 
notes, treasury or coin notes, national bank 
notes and currency certificates. Sound 
money ‘is a money which will at its face 
value pay debt according to law. Un- 
sound money is a money which is either 
worthless in paying debt, or which is sub- 
ject to a discount in paying debt. 

Will your tax collector refuse any of the 
money I have mentioned if genuine in pay- 
ment of your taxes this fall? Will he make 
any difference in the amount due, whether 
those taxes be paid in gold. coin, silver 
coin or paper money? Was not money as 
in 1890, 1891 and 1892 as it was in 
1893 and 1894, and is today? Was not the 
purchasing clause of the Sherman act in 
operation in 1890, 1891, and 1892, by which 
$50,000,000 of silver per year was added to 
the circulation? Was not the first act of 
the present administration a demand to 
repeal that clause, and did not that ton- 
tract the currency to the extent of about 
$50,000,000 per year? a 

Again, has not the present administration 
added in two years $102,315,400 of interest 
bearing bonds to the public debt? 

“But,” says the contractionist, “if the

As to the Question of Parity. 
At this point Colonel Robertson took up 


and he is wedded to his free ; 


the. question of parity, discussing the | 
meaning of the word parity and-its ap- 
plication to the financial issue of the day, 
showing that parity meant equality of 
condition and not equality absolute, and 
that moneys which are on a parity are 
moneys which have eqyal conditions to pay 
debt under the law. 

He showed that we have only two kinds 
of money of redemption—gold coin and 
standard silver dollars, which are on a 
parity under the law—yet the sound money 
policy uses only one of these moneys of 
redemption, which, of course, discredits 
the other. The carrying out of this policy 
has cost the people during the past two 
years $162,315,400 of interest-bearing debt. 
(Applause.) 

That the gold coin and silver dollar are 
both redemption money is evidenced by the 
fact that the present sound money admin- 
istration has never had the temerity to re- 
deem a silver certificate in gold. The pari- 
ty between these two moneys of redemption 
should be maintained by practice as all 
the obligations of the government are pay- 
able in coin, gold or silver dollars, at the 
convenience of the government. Can it 
be dishonest to pay a debt according to 
contract? : 

The contractionists ask, would you make 
money out of iron? No. If it were worth 
$500 per pound it would not do for a 
money metal. For God, the creator ef man 
and metals, has not given to iron the in- 
trinsic properties—not value—for a money 
metal. Those properties gold and 
silver possess in a marked degree above 
all other metals, and neither would I, had 
I the power, ever have made non-perishable 
agricultural products, jeans or. cotton 
goods, the basis for the issue of money, 
for I am an old-fashioned constitutional, 
hard money democrat and want nothing 
but specie, gold and silver, as a money 
of redemption and the basis of issue for 
promises to pay. Just here is where we 
went into the financial mire, when we 
bade the constitutfon goodby and let the 
government issue money to the people 
instead of coining it for them.. I want to 
get back to the constitution and think 
the shortest way is the silver road. 

The Amount in Circulation, 


Colonel Robertson here took up the ques- 
tion “ef per cavita circulation and it was 
shown that the shrinkage from the stand- 
point of population had been $180,984,020 
sincé’ January 1, 1894. He then showed how 
this*per capita was arrived at by the gov- 
ernment. All gold coin, silver coin or pa- 
per money that has ever been coined or 
issued by the government since 1792—103 
years—amounting to $2,127,064,667, from this 
is taken the amount of money of all kinds 
in the treasury on a certain day and the 
balance is said to be in circulation. No 
deduction is made for coin sent out of 
the country, recoined by other nations in 
over 100. years. (In 1893 and 1894 under the 
sound money policy thre was $91,069,940 
more gold exported than imported.) No de- 
duction is made for coin lost, hoarded or 
used in the arts or paper money destroyed, 
all of which is ilffons, but is charged 
to our per capita circulation. P 

Of the amount in circulation on July 1, 
1895, there was $269,230,570 of paper money 
of denominations of $100 up to $10,000—that. 
is 16 per cent of all the money said to be 
in circulation was in denominations of 
over $100. This is not the money of the 
people—not the money which plows the 
fields of industry and turns the wheels of 
private enterprises, but the money of the 
plutoerat, the monopolist and the specula- 
tor. If even this amount of large denomi- 
nations was taken from what is said to 
be in circulation it- would reduce the per 
capita $1.11, which ts more than the aver- 
age per capita. production of silver in 
this country for 1891, ’92 and ‘938. 

lt seems to be fashionable to imitate 
England. Even our statesmen go to iing- 
iand for financial and commercial inspira- 
tion. If we have to imitate, why not imi- 
tate France, whose per capita circulation 
is $36.70, while ours is $22.96. France uses 

12.55 per capita in silver. We use $9.08. 
Her foreign commerce in 1834 was $36.54 per 
capita, while ours was only $21.80 per 
capita. 

lf we take the populations of the gold 
standard and double standard-using coun- 
tries and give them all the gold produced 
in the worid in 1593 the per capita would 
be the enormous sum of 2li2 cents. Yet the 
contractionist talks of putting the whole 
civilized world on the single gold standard. 
Such a thing would produce financial star-® 
vation. The sound money policy has caused 
us to go in debt over $160,000,000 to retain in 
the treasury about $50,000,00 of gold as the 
so-called reserve is never allowed to go 
much lower under this policy than $50,000,000 
before bonds are issued to bring it back to 
$100, 000,000. 


ONE USED A PISTOL 


Two Men Fight and One Receives a 
Desperate Wound. 


JNO. SNEED SHOOTS ALBERT WDOWELL 


to the Former’s Sweetheart, 


SHE SAW HER LOVER DRAW AND FIRE 


The Woeunded Man Was Delivering a 
Message for His Brother—McDowell 
Knocked Sneed Down. 


Knoxville, Tenn., September 3.—A sensa- 
tional tragedy occurred in the eastern 
part of this city tonight in which Albert 
S. McDowell, a prominent young lum ber- 
man, was shot and mortally wounded by 
John Sneed, oldest son of Judge Joseph 
W. Sneed, of the circuit court. 

For several years Sneed has been pay- 
ing attention to Miss Troy Collins, a 
stenographer for the Greer Machinery Com- 
pany, and is quite jealous of her. A few 
days ago James R. McDowell, a brother 
of A. S8,. McDowell and formerly connected 
with the Greer Machinery Company, met 
Miss Collins on the street and walked two 
blocks with her. Sneed saw him after he 
left the young lady, and approaching him, 
began abusing him for paying her atten- 
tion. McDoweli walked away from Sneed, 
telling him that he had too much respect 
for Miss Collins to engage in a street 
quarrel about her. 

McDowell told his brother about the in- 
cident and also requested him to tell 
Sneed, who has been making threats 
against James R. McDowell, that he would 
no longer submit to the threats. A. 8S. 
McDowell, who only knew Sneed by sight, 
was driving past the residence of the Col- 
lins girl early tonight and saw Sneed sit- 
ting on the veranda. He called Sneed to 
the sidewalk and repeated the message 
from his brother. Sneed asked McDowell 
what he had to do with it, at the same time 
placing his hand on his hip pecket. Me- 
Dowell jumped from his buggp, grasped 

Sneed’s right hand and knocked him 
down. Sneed got to his feet, pulled’ his 
gun and placing it within three inches 
of McDowell’s stomach fired. The wound 
is considered fatal by the physicians. 


HANGING OF JOE NORTON 


For the Murder of James Denmark at 
Jasper, Fla. | 

Jacksonville, Fla., September $.—A specs 
cial to The Times-Union from Jasper, Fla., 
says that Joseph B. Norton, white, was 
hanged there today for the murder of 
James Denmark, also white, on the night 
of Jaruary ith. It was intended that the 
execution should be. private, and a high 
fence had been erected around the gallows, 
but the crowd tore this down and 3,000 
persons saw thethanging. 

Norton ascended the gallows at 11:19 
o’clock, stepping as firmly as if he were 
walking to” his dinner instead of to his 
death. He said in his statement that he 
did not kill Denmark, put that his life 
had been sworn away by perjured wit- 
nesses. He point@d’ out Messrs. Miles and 
McAlpin as two of the men who had sworn 
falsely against him. This almost caused a 
riot. Young McAlpin, who is a son of Repre- 
sentative McAlpin, made a desperate ef- 
fort to get at Norton, evidently intending 
to assault him. Sheriff Polhill called on 
the crowd to assist him, and McAlpin was 
finally arrested and order restored. 

Norton cuneluded by calling on God to 
witness that Judson Taylor killed Den- 
mark, and not himself. The trap was then 
sprung and Norton’s death followed in- 
stantly, his neck being broken. 

A novel feature of the execution was 
that, at Norton’s request, a white gauze 
veil was j;@led over his face instead of 
the traditional black cap. 

On the night of January 4th Norton and 
his bride of a few weeks attended a ball 
given in. their honor. During the ball, 
young Denmark gave Norton a’ pistol to 
keep for him, and then began dancing 
with Mrs. Norton. While Denmark was 
dancing with the young wife he did some- 
thing to her that enraged Norton. The 
husband jerked Denmark from Mrs. Nor- 
ton’s arm and struck him to the floor. 
Then as Denmark tried to_rise he was shot 
with the pistol he had given Norton to 
keep. Today Norton said that he dropped 
the pistel and that Judson Taylor picked 
it up and shot Denmark. Norton always 
claimed Denmark had_ grossly insulted 
Mrs: Norton. 

Norton was a magnificent specimen of 
manhood, being fully seven feet tall and 
weighing 250 pounds without an ounce of 
surplus flesh. He was thirty years of age 
and was born in Williamsburg,, 8. C., 
where his family still live. He is the third 
white man hanged in Florida since the 


war. 


As to the: Ratio. 

Here Colonel Robertson touched on the 
question of ratio. He showed from the re- 
port of the director of the mint that the 
commercial ratio between silver and gold 
never got as low as the coinage ratio of 
16 to 1 but three times between i687 and 
1874—a period of one hundred and eighty- 
seven years. But in 1574 silver began to 
decline and has declined every year since 
until it reached a 26.49 commercial ratio in 
1893—showing that silver maintained its 
pointed ratio as compared with the com- 
mercial ratio for one hundred and eighty- 
six years, and never seriously declined until 
the mints were closed to the free coinage 
of silver. 

International Agreement. 

Tne next subject treated was interna- 
tional agreement, which he denominated 
the ponderous, dignified, conservative rem- 
edy of the contractionist—a remedy the ap- 
plication of which seems to rest entirely 
with John Bull. If we wait on him we had 
better surrender at once, submit to be 
bound hand and foot, have a viceroy ap- 
pointed, pull down the stars and stripes, 
run up the royal ensign of Great Britain 
and change ‘‘Hail Columbia’”’ to ‘‘God Save 
the Queen.’’ England is not only satisfied 
with her own financial system, but perfect- 
ly satisfied with both the financial and 
commercial policies of the United States, 
as they both are advancing England’s in- 
terest. How much our producers end man- 
ufacturers may suffer in pocket is no con- 
cern of England so long as their sufferings 
contribute to England’s prosperity. 

Credit of the Government. 

Who doubts the credit of the govern- 
ment? Who would refuse one of its cbli- 
gations at par value? Nobody outside of an 
insane asylum, or a speculator in gold or 
government securities. The credit of the 
government rests on her resources thrcugh

The appeal takes the case before 
the United States supreme court and has 
the effect of superseding the mandate, 
leaving the case in statu quo, to be #vard 
anew by the court at Washington.

Raleigh, N. C., September 3.—(Special.)— 
Daniel Simmons, aged eighty, was shot 
dead in the porch of a friend’s house last 
night in Columbus eounty, and the belief 
is strong that Jesse Sales, his son-in-law, 
is his assassin. Some time ago Simmons’s 
house was set on fire one night, and as 
the old man ran out he was shot and 
badly wounded. He went to live with a 
neighbor, and last night as he was walking 
into the house he was shot. He cried out 
and staggered and was again shot, falling 
dead. He und Sales have had some legal 
troubles regarding possession of land. 

A Sensation in Catawba. 

There is a remarkable sensation at Hick- 
ory, Catawba county. 
John Maguire married Euphronia Bolick, 
the belle of the place. He suspected her 
Within three years after their marriage, 
and became insanely jealous. One night he 
shot her in the breast and she was found 
lying on a back street of the town. She 
recovered. He was tried, pleaded his own 
case and spent a year in jail. Then he and 
his wife made peace. Soon after, he left 
her one night, saying he was going to the 
house of his brother, three miles away. 
He never returned. Searching parties ex- 
amined the ‘country for miles, but to no 
purpose. His widow, whose behavior 
caused much comment and also hints, in a 
few weeks married Jacob Holler. ‘hey 
lived together amicably until five weeks 
ago, When he angered ‘her. She told him 
he might disappear as John Maguire did. 
He left the next day, but not until he had 
told a horrible story. He said Maguire's 
ghost had returned to demand vengeance. 
He declared that in a dense thicket the 
woman’s brother had laid in wait for Ma- 
guire and shot him.- Holler said he was 
also present, and that Maguire's body was 
buried in this lonely thicket. Yestorday 
search was made for the grave, and it 
was found that the body had been re- 
moved. Holler now says he was drunk 
when he told of the murder.

Remarkable Progress in Cotton Man- 

3 ufacturing. 

Raleigh, N. C., September 3.—The state 
agricultural department today isstred val- 
uable special bulletins giving a list of all 
manufacturing -enterprises in North Car- 
Olina. That portion of it which fs of 
greatest interest is in regard to cotton 
mills. This shows that eleven mulls are 
now in course of construction; that the 
stock in eight more has been subscribed 
and that 149 are now in operation, spinning 
or weaving. Besides these, there are 
twelve knitting mills, one silk mill, one 
towel mill, four tag mills and manufactory 
of sash cord and cording. There are thir- 
te»-n woolen mills in operation. The total 
ot all is 192. 

Alamance county leads, having twenty- 
two cotton mills. Gastén has twenty-uvne, 
Randolph fifteen and Mecklenburg thir- 
teen. There are mills in forty-one of the 
ninety-six counties. There are reported 
19.600 Iocom$ and 736,000 spindles. 

Henry G. Hester, secretary of the New 
Orleans cotton exchange, has sent Govern- 
er Carr the ‘following telegram. 

“T congratulate you and the people of 
Carolina on. her rernarkable »rog- 
in cotton manufactures. She is now 
practically equal to Scuth Carolina, the 
largest cotton consumer in the south. By 
the actual census of mills Nortn Carolina 
has consumed-of this year’s crop 227, UU 
pales, an increase of 55,00 over last year. 
She has new spindles which may be 
brought into play in 18-6 which, with fair 
trade conditions, should increase her tetal 
to at least 270,000. In 1ldv0 North Carolina 
consumed 114,000 bales. So your state has 
practically doubled her cotton Mmanulac: 
tures within the past five years.

Spaniards Claim That They Routed a 
Large Force of Rebels. 

Madrid, September 3.—A special dispatch 
to The Imparcial from Havana says that®’a 
battle was fought Saturday between &50 
government troops under Colonel Caneilas 
and a force of 3,500 rebels under Leader 
Maceo, in which the latter were defeated, 
after eight hours’ fighting. Canellas car- 
ried the insurgent camp, capturing a large 
quantity of provisions and munitions of 
War. The insurgents carried off their 
wounded as they retreated, but left thirty- 
six of their dead on the field. The govern- 
ment force lost twelve killed and forty- 
seven wounded. The dispatch adds that 
Colonel Canellas was slighuy wounded in 
the engagement. 

Maceo Has a Narrow Escape. 

Santiago de Cuba, August 22.—A strong 
Spanish column under Generals Lanareg 
and Garcia Navarro met yesterday the 
rebel torces under Antonio Maceo, at 
the entrance of the sugar estate La Union, 
a mile from the St. Louts station, the 
terminus of the American railroad. An- 
tonio Maceo had a narrow escape, as the 
Spaniards had prepared an ambuscade and 
he narrowly escaped with his life.

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TROUBLE IN SAN SALVADOR, 


Ezeta Sympathizers Seize Armes. 
Guards of. the Paiace Stabbed. 

San Francisco, Septemebr 3.—Advices 
from San Salvador by the steamer Acapul- 
co, from Acapulco, indicate that the situa- 
tion there is more serious than is generally 
supposed. The agents of the Pacific Mail 
Write that the country is practically un- 
der martial law, and that General Rivas 
is threatening to descend upon San Salvador 
city and capture the ruling president. At 
La Libertad, where the Acapuleo stopped, 
a big seizure of arms had been made and 
it was alleged by the government authori- 
ties that Antonio Ezeta’s sympathizers 
gathered the arms. The rifles were Win- 
chesters and Remingtous, and were se- 
creted in a house on the outskirts of the 
town. When the police made the seizure, 
the place was deserted and no arrests 
were made. 

On July l4th a startling discovery was 
made at the palace at San Sulvador city. 
Gutierrez had a number of special officers 
on guard, four of whom were trusted ser- 
vants. The four men were found stabbed 
io death on. the morning of the lith, and 
the city was thrown into a great state of 
excitement when the news was given out. 

The police are constantly under arms, 
and the strictest kind of a press censorship 
has been established. Even the govern- 
ment official paper, The Dario Officiol, has 
little to say of the trouble, and prints only 
a few words about the murders and the 
contraband arms. The president hias is- 
sued an order that no person shall |be al- 
lowed on the streets after 8 o’clack at 
night. Officers of the army suspected of 
disloyalty are arrested as fast as dis- 
covered.

The 
train from Kingston arrived safely and 
Without any trouble at 5:30 o’clock in the 
afternoon, In an hour and a half the Rome 
eapress encountered a torrent more than 
one hundred yards wide at Dykes’s creck, 
nine.miles from the city, the water cover- 
ing up the track so that the engineer was 
compelled to slow up.

The railroad authorities were 
notified, but it was late before a wrecking 
force could be got to the scene of the dis- 
aster, and the track was not repaired in 
time for the outgoing train at °:5) this af- 
ternoon, all the trains transferring mail 
and passengers at the washout.

The storm did a vast amount of damage 
in other portions of the county. At Bush 
Arbor the waters ot a small creek were 
so swollen as to break over a big em- 
bankment that was never fiooled before, 
and County Commissioner Foster nu:rowly 
escaped driving his horse into the boiling 
torrent.

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THOUSANDS WATCHED THE STRANGE SCENE 


The Eclipse Was Total, and Was Plainly 
Visible in Atlanta and Through 
the Entire South. 


Like a blushing maiden the moon hid her 
face last night from the sun and played 
hide end-seek while the world ‘watched 
with jealous eye the flirtatlon between the 
two. 

At just three seconds to 10 o’clock last 
night, ninetieth meridian time, the moon 
first came in contact with the earth’s 
shadow. The coitact was on time to the 
second, and as the first dark stain was 
apparent this fact was noted by thousunds 
who were eagerly watching the strange 
and weird phenomenon. 

In a few minvtes after the first streak 
of dark was seen the shadow slowly crept 
up and steadily gained a foothold upon 
the glittering moon. Litthe by little the 
shadows grew in dimensions. From the 
upper left hand quarter the shadow first 
touched, and the moon was traveling 
thravgh. To all appearances it looked as 
if the moon was stationary and the shadow 
was traveling, but the fact is just the op- 
posite—that is, literally speaking when 
the progress of the shadow is compared to 
the rate the moon was moving. By dec- 
grees the moon became smaller and the 
Shadow larger. With the stealth of a 
traitor it crept on over the moon until at 
11:07 the eclipse was complete. 


At 1:53 this morning the eclipse reached ‘ 


an end, and the moon had passed entirely 


through the shadow. 

The eclipse, which was pronounced by 
competent judges to be the best they had 
Subject of great in- 
terest last night to ail. Every one was 
lookingy out for the phenomenon, and as 
it came on time to the minute none were 
disappointed. From every porch, upstairs 
or roof, admiring. crowds spent several 
hours watching the progress of the 
siiuuw oli LNe surface of the moon. With 
interest it was looked upon by all, and 
many were the comments passed. Many 
interested in the eclipse had trained their 
glasses on the moon, and those.who were 
not. so fortunate as to possess a glass 
looked on with opera glasses. 

The eclipse was visible to Australia, por- 
tions of the Jacific and Atlantic slopes. 
koverywhere it was to be seen, the phenom- 
enon was studied: Men of science trained 
their heavy upon the*iarge flery 
ball, and with chart and compass outlined 
the course of the moon through the 
shadow. Little children watched it li 
childish innocence, and the ignorant and 
unwise watched it out of curiosity. very 
class of humanity cast their eyes in the 
direction of the burning ball. 

Seen Through a Three-inch Glass. 

The moon seen last night through a three- 
inch glass was simply beautiful and awe- 
inspiring. Through the telescope it 
was magnified just 200 times. As tne 
shadow approached the torerunner of the 
shadow ws apparent. A dim outline show- 
ed the direction trom which it Was ap- 
proaching, and until the point of contact 
the shadow could almost be seen movihg 
toward the body. In fact the moon was 
moving to the shadow, but to the naked 
eye this did not seem to be the case. 

he first touch ofsthe shadow upon the 
face of the moon made a peculiar glow. It 
was neither red nor yellow. A faint light 
it was, but as the time slipped by the color 
deepened and inereased. By 10 o'clock it 
was easily discernible, and from that time 
until the light of the moon grew dimmer, 
ulthouzh the moon was completely in the 
shadow of the earth, the budy was not 
completely hidden from view, It was plain- 
ly to be seen just where the moon was, and 
spots could be distinguished

by use of the glass. 

The peculiar color of the moon while in 
eclipse was due to the action of the atmos- 
phere that surrounds the earth on the rays 
from the sun. As the moon is completely in 
the shadow of the earth, and as it is a non- 
luminous body,. it is strange to those who 
have not a good idea of astronomy why it 
is that the moon can be seen at all.. Here 
is the explanation: ‘The colors given out by 
the sun are seven in number, composing the 
seven colors of the rainbow. The strongs- 
est colors and those that predominate are 
yellow, orange and red. The weaker col- 
ors are absorved by the atmosphere and do 
not reach the moon at all, or not enough 
to be visible, therefore the intermingling of 
yellow, orange and red makes the peculiar 
color that the moon assumes while in the 
shadow. As the rays of the sun are re- 
fracted by the action of the atmosphere 
these rays of the predominating colors fall 
upon the moon, though that body is then 
under the shadow. This combination of 
colors gives the moon its sunburnt hue,

From” here we 
went to Londou, where I spent about ten 
days, during which time I visited the Lon- 
don tower, the National gallery, British 
museum, St. Paul's cathedral, Westmin- 
ster abbey and the houses of parliament:

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Federation of Trades Protest Against 
Eugene V. Debs’s Imprisonment, 
The Atlanta Federation of Trades has 
udopted a set of resolutions protesting 
against the imprisonment of Eugene YV. 
Debs. The resolutions will be sent to Pres- 
ident Cleveland, the United States supréme 
court officials and to Debs and his associ- 
ates now incarcerated at Woodstock, II. 
The preamble and resolutions were adopt- 


ed at a meeting of the federation held on. 


August 23d, but they were not made public 
until Labor Day. On that day several 
dozen of the resolutions attached to a long 
petition blank were distributed among the 
labor men and many hundred signatures 
protesting against Dens’s imprisonment 
were secured. The matter was laid before 
the workingmen at Lakewood park by 
Chairman Morrison, of the ccremonies com- 
mittee, and at the conclusion of the speak- 
ing the labor men attached their sigua- 
tures to the paper in large numbers. 

Tne resolutions were as follows: 

“Whereas, Eugene V. Debs and his ceol- 
leagues have been imprisoned by the fed- 
eral court for contempt; and 

‘Whereas, Sentence was passed on the 
said lugene V. Debs and cthers without a 
trial by jury; and 

“Whereas We believe that such a sen- 
tence is unjust, despotic and contrary to 
article 3, section 2, paragraph 2 of the Unit- 
ed States constitution which reads: ‘The 
trial of all crimes, except in cases of ims 
peachment, shall be by jury,’ ete.: ana 

“Whereas, If trial by jury can be set 
aside by the higher courts, and citizens 
subjected to the despotic ruling of a preju- 
diced judiciary, our freedom is at an end; 
therefore, 

“Resolved, That we denounce the sen- 
tence subjecting Eugene V. Iebs and oth- 
ers to prison without a trial by jury as 
usurpation of power and unworthy of a 
court organized as an-institution to mete 
out justice.

A big audience gathered at the Salvation 
Army headquarters last night to hear Mrs. 
Ballington Booth on “The New Woman.” 
She made a comely picture as she stood 
among her soldiers dressed in the plain uni- 
form of the order, her face framed in the 
demure poke bonnet and radiant with en- 
thusiasm, the red shoulder straps and 
the little touch of crimson on her bonnet 
supplying the note of color so becoming 
to a dark-haired woman. She spoke in a 
strong, clear voice, which could be heard 
in the most remote corner of the galleries. 
Before commencing her address Mrs. Booth 
said that she was going to have Com- 
mander Booth speak some night on the 
“New Man;’’ that there was plenty of need 
of it.

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A Dreaming Economist. 

In the September North American Re- 
view Professor R. H. Thurston has an 
article on “The Trend of National 
Progress,” in which he contends iat we 
are entering an ideal era of pro: \erity. 

According to this optimistic econo- 
mist the wealth per inhabitant in this 
country in 1820 was only $200. It was 
only $1,000 in 1890, and is now $1,120, 
and will be $1,200 in 1900. Within the 
first quarter of the new century he an-. 
ticipates a-total wealth of $2.000 for 
every. man, woman and child in 
America. 

From his point of view this means 
greater comfort and the more general 
distribution of luxuries among-the peo- 
ple. The professor gravely says that 
in material comfort and prosperity the 
addition of a thousand dollars’ worth 
of comfort and luxury to every house- 
hold, for each one of its members, 
should give marvelous improvement in 
an even now marvelously fortunate 
country. Then he goes on to. say of the 
distribution of wealth: 


It was mainly rural in the early days of 
the century; it was equally divided between 
city and country in 1855, and it is today 
three-fourths urban. This means that both 
people and property are accumulating in 
the cities, a fact long since recognized by 
every statisticjan. It means, furthér, that 
the country is supplying the city with its 
surplus population, and that the city is 
paying that surplus better wages than can 
be paid.in the country. It means, again, 
that the attractions of city life are steadily 
becoming more seductive, and that the 
coming ideal life of the every-day citizen 
is a city, and not a country life. In 1900 
the cities will contain between three and 
four times as much wealth as the country. 
This surplus of wealth will be devoted to 
the construction of attractive homes, to 
the sanitary improvement of the towns, to 


the provision of educational and other in- 
tellectual advantages that, in the aggre- 
gate, must make the city more and more 
attractive in a thousand ways. The ten- 
flency is, in many ways, unfortunate; but 
it is certain and we must make the most 
and the best of it. 

The wages paid each operative, less than 
$300 in 1860, is nearly $600 today, and will 
be above $600 per annum in 1900, if nothing 
occurs to disturb our present prosperity and 
the conditions of progress. In a few years 
more the wages paid, on the average, per 
individual worker will be as great as today 
supports the average well-to-do family. 

The working people of the United States 
are taking possession of its wealth, as they 
always have heid possession of its policy 
and of its legislation. In fact, while we 
may boast many millionaires, we boast 
of an occasional giant stalk of~corn or tall 
wheat straw, it is the people as a whole, 
and the average working citizen, of whom 
we must think as the makers of the na- 
tion and the creators of its wealth. It is 
the average citizen, no less, who possesses 
that wealth and who directs the progress 
of the nation. 

What a millenial picture this dreamer 
draws! Yet, under a wise financial sys- 
tem, he would be a true prophet, and 
we can only regret that he has failed 
to take into account the steady impover- 
ishment of the masses under the gold 
standard. The mistake which he makes 
is his assumption that the people have 
their proportionate share of the total 


wealth of the country.

Our Relations with China. 
The Nation gives the following list of 
. ; T 
outrages in China and in the United 
States, for the past twenty-five years, 
compiled from our official reports on 
foreign relations: 

In China, in 1870, occurred the Tien Tsin 
massacre; nineteen French and ean 
including several nuns, were barbarously 
murdered by a mob and the missicn preme- 
ises destroyed. Ss ; , 

In the United States, in. 1580, came the 
Denver -riot; Chinese dragged throug) the 
streets with neck-ropes; one killed, several 
wounded. : ' 
streets with neck-ropes; cone killed, several 

In China, in 1SS83, some Europeans on a Ca- 
rouse killed some Chinese. ; 

in the United States, in 1885, came first 
(September 2d) the Rock Springs Massacre, 
a village of Chinese stormed and burned by 
1) armed miners, inspired by Knights (‘) of 
Labor; men and women, from noon till 
midnight, shot and looted the fleeing vic- 
tims; twenty-eight were killed and fifteen 
wounded, fourteen were burned to death, 
mostly sick men, and dogs and hogs ate 
the charred gorpses. The whole popula- 
tioa stood by and approved; a fruitless ili~ 
quest, ette., followed. For this we paid 
$423,000. On September 7th, at Seattle, the 
Chinese were expelled, their village burned, 
three killed, and several wounded. WBarly 
in 18s, at places in Washington, Idaho, 
Montana; Wyoming and Oregon, twenty- 
eight were killed. In Juneau, Alaska, 
eighty-seven -Chinamen were driven out 
and set adrift on the ocean in two small 
boats with no food. During this period the 
Chinese were expelled from a score of 
places on the Pacific coast, and more than 
10,000. it was said, fled to San Francisco 
in terror and destitution. .For one year’s 
work, including damage to property, we 
paid $275,000. 

In China, in 1887, there were return riots 
on hearing the above news, -but. ho lives 
were taken. In 1891, in numerous mots at 
Wuhu and elsewhere, property was de- 
stroyed and two British killed. 

in the United States, in is91, there was 
arson and robbery, with one woman burn- 
ed to death in Vallejo, Cal. In 1894, in Ore- 
fon, ten Chinamen were ambushed and 
murdered: ‘‘kivery one was shot, cut up, 
Stripped and thrown into the water,’’ most 
ci them being shot in the back. 

This suminary omits about twenty 
cases of property damage and miner as- 
saulis in China, but it also omits numer- 
ous instances of assaults upon the Chi- 
nese and their property on the Pacitie 
coast. : 

In this country the Chinese who have 
suffered were peaceful and inoffensive, 
and in China the missionaries who have 
been the victims of mob violence were 
also peaceful and inoffensive, unless 
their religious work can be called a 
provocation to the natives. The Nation 
thus sums up the case: 


Thus far the cases run on all fours. But 

there are two differences. First, the Chi- 
nese government has never denied its duty 
: pay for all these things, and in the vast 
majority of instances the records show a 
full and fairly prompt payment. But it 
has been reserved for the officials of our 
enlightened republic to record themselves 
before the world as repudiating our liability 
to pay, and to relegate the Chinese to the 
tender mercies of a hostile tribunal and.a 
farcical justice; and the Rock Springs and 
other indemnities came as pure gratuities, 
thoroughly inadequate, pushed through a 
not too willing congress. Secondly, the 
Chinese who have suffered here were un- 
doubtedly in the simple exercise of their 
full treaty rights in settling and working 
where they were. But the missionaries who 
have suffered outside of the treaty ports 
were with equal certainty voluntary in- 
truders where they had no fright to settle; 
for missionary work in China, strange as 
it may seem, has been and is largely con- 
ducted by the aggressive occupation and 
persistent maintenance of stations: outside 
of the stipulatec treaty limits of residence. 
That these two circumstances of difference 
increase the credit side of our account 
would be difficult to maintain. 
The moral, of course, is that if the Chi- 
nese are black in iniquity, then we are 
equally so; that if we prefer to think our 
people as a whole untainted by these 
sporadic excesses, the same conclusion 
must follow for the Chinese; and that a 
little more deliberation in the choice of 
Viiuperative adjectives is desirable. 

It is a discouraging state of affairs, 
but our duty is plain. We must de- 
mand and obtain. protection for our 
citizens who are engaged in lawful occu- 
pations in China, and we must also see 
to it that the law-abiding Chinese in 
this country are protected in their 
rights. 

We cannot expect kind treatment from 
the Chinese so long as we turn their 
brethren -here over to the mercy of 
the mob.

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The Single Gold Standard. 

Mr. Charles P. Latham, of Richmond, 
Va., writing to The New York Herald, 
makes short work of the contention of 
the goldbugs. He says: 


There can be no genuine business re- 
vival, no permanent national prosperity, 
until we return to bimetallism and restore 
to silver the money character given it by 
the founders of the government. Bimetal- 
lists do not propose to “revolutionize the 
monetary conditions of the country,” as 
charged by Mr. Cleveland. Those condi- 
tions have already been revolutionized by 
the demonetization of silver, and bimetal- 
lists are only demanding that they be re- 
stored, as established by the constitution. 

Under the monometallic system the few 
have been enriched at the expense of the 
many. The farming and laboring elements 
have suffered most. Generally where there 
has been an increase of wealth at all it 
has occurred in the cities, while there has 
been a falling off in the rural districts. 

Bankruptcy is a condition into which the 
natfon seems to be rushing headlong. A 
few months since we paid a single banking 
house $8,000,000 for a promise of its infiu- 
ence to protect our gold: reserve, and al- 
ready that reserve is again below the legal 
requirement. In a time of peace we are is- 
suing bonds periodically to build up this 
reserve only to see it dragged down again, 
while we are informed that thre will be a 
serious deficit of revenues for the current 
year. By this process we are reducing the 
amount of money in circulation and sub- 
Stituting an interest bearing debt for one 
that has heretoforé borne no interest. ~ 

The present remedy is to redeem all pa- 
per money in gold or silver, as may be 
most convenient’ to the government. The 
whole civilized world, except England, is 
ready and anxious for bimetallism. Our 
own silver. certificates, redeemable only in 
silver dollars, according to the declaration 
of the secretary of the treasury, and a 
legal tender for public debts only, are as 
good as gold, but the president says in his 
message to congress that another certifi- 
cate, redeemable in gold or silver, and a 
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legal tender for all debts, public and pri- | 
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vate, must be redeemed in gold in order 
to maintain its patity. Such inconsistency 
would destroy the business reputation of 
any bank president, and it has helped to 
destroy the confidence of the people of 
this country in the present administration. 

All that is absoiutely unanswerable. 
Wall street finds only incidental profits 
in gold -‘monometallism, but these are 
large enough to convince such shallow- 
pated men as E. C. Benedict, who con- 
trols the financial views of the adminis- 
tration. The real profits go to Great 
Britain, and they take the shape of low 
prices for wheat, cotton and other com- 
modities that the British are compelled 
to buy from this country. As The Lon- 
don Times says, the bankers and money 
lenders of England have nothing to sell, 
but everything to buy. It is to their in- 
terest, therefore, that the dollar should 
double in value, or, in other words, that 
they should be able to buy twice or 
three times as much for their dollar as 
they were able to buy a few years ago.

Macaulay 
tells us how the beautiful duchess of 
Devonshire used to give kisses for votes, 
and at.a later day Bulwer’s wife some- 
times drove him from the platform, and 
then harangued the voters herself 
against him.

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Last Sunday’s Shake. 

The slight carthquake shock last Sun- 
day morning made the owners of the 
tall buildings in New York feel some- 
what serious. It was evident that if 
the shake had been prolonged for a few 
seconds there would have been great 
damage. 

I‘or 150 years, from New Hampshire 
to Florida, earthquakes have been felt 
at irregular intervals, the Charleston 
visitation betng the severest on record 
in that region. The scientists say that 
the shocks lie along the line of the 
archaean formation which is between 
the great formation of the interior and 
the newly deposited eocene lands of the 
coast. 

These earthquakes are caused by two 
things. First, the sliding readjustment 
of marine deposits of strata, and, sec- 
ond, the readjustment of inland strata 
along the line of the great continental 
faults. The recent shocks followed the 
red sandstone or mesozoic formation, 
which has been similarly agitated from 
time to time.

TALKING POLITICS IN GEORGIA. 


The tenth district is the center of in- 
terest in Georgia politics these days. The 
campaign for congress which is being 
waged there is attracting the attention of 
the state, for by common consent much 
depends upon the issue. Though they do 
not say it, magy of the populists regard 
this as their most vital campaign, for if 
Mr. Watson fails of election this time many 
of their party will, they believe, lose heart. 
On the other hand, the democrats feel 
that it is very necessary that Major Black 
should win. They believe that the majority 
of the people in the district are democrats, 
and that with proper work thcre will be 
little difficulty in electing their man. 

When the campaign opened the ‘newspa- 
pers of Augusta and through the district 
were not particularly sanguine of demo- 
cratic success because the people were 


tunity to register; but there has been @ 
decided improvement in that respect.

The youngsters have 
gone into: the fight*with enthusiasm and 
determination to make a record for young 
democracy. 

The party is presenting practically a solid 
front in this fight. While it is true that 
some of the goldbug organs outside of the 
district are giving the democratic. nominee 
very little encouragement simply because 
he fails to agree to the adminigtration fn- 
terpretation of the Chicago platform and 
stands where he has always stood—with 
the people—the democrats in Augusta who 
do not agree with his views are as a rule 
doing what they can to aid him. 
newspapers are publishing from day to 
day letters from well-known gold advocates 
giving reasons why they will support 
Major Black. These gentlemen are not 
ready yet to follow Mr. Benedict, Mr. Fair- 
child and other bolters. 


Aside from the interest in the result, 
this election will have a peculiar interest 
through the state because it is the first 
held under the operations of the new regis- 
tration law, over which there was so much 
controversy in the last legislature’ before 
a final agreement was reached. If there 
are imperfections, this contest will show it. 

The indications are, however, that the 
law will be found an excellent one. So far 
there has been no complaint against it, so 
far as-I know, except in Lincoln county, 
where the democrats claim they have not 
been given an opportunity to scrutinize the 
registry list. Such an objection, however, 
might be raised under any system, and the 
indications are that the law will, in the 
main at least, meet with approval. 

This general registration law is the first 
step toward the perfection of a general 
election law intended to remove, so far as 
possible, all chances for dishonesty. The 
special committee appointed by the legis- 
lature gave the matter a careful study at 
the last session, and the result was a Dill 
which has as its basis the Australian sys- 
tem, and is believed to be an improvement 
in many respects on the other laws based 
on the system in operation in other states. 
Perhaps it is better to say that it takes 
frcm these laws their best features and 
fits them to conditions here in Georgia. 

When the question of the adoption of 
the general election law comes up in the 
next hovsee on: stanch champion of the 
proycsed reform will be found missing. 
Morgan McMichael, the brilliant young 
repiesentative from Muscogee, had made 
a s'udy of election conditions, and the bill: 
which comes from the committee of which 
h2 was a member bears his name. but 
there will be. other strong and earnest 
champions of election reform. Democracy 
in Georgia stands for honest elections, 
aid the leading members of the senate 
and house will advocate such’ changcs as 
will be found to be an improvement on 
the present system. 


There was one question which the mem- 
bers of the state demvcratic committee 
talked among themselves, but which did 
not come up for fortnal discussion in the 
meeting of that body held last weck. That 
was as to the eligibility of some of the 
members of the present senate and house 
who had accepted office under the fed2ral 
government. 

Perhaps the word “office” is anticipating 
things, because on the definition of it with 
regard to ‘the positions these gentlemen 
hold hinges the whole discussion. 

The idea of the members of the committee 
in discussing the question wis to in no 
way reflect upon the gentlemen themselves. 
It was simply to reach the determination 
as to what should be done in their cases 
for the good of the party. The constitu- 
tion of the state is very positive in its 
declaration that no man who hoids én 
office under the federal govern:nent shall 
at the same time hold one under the 
state government. Senator Mercer and 
Represcitatives Harrison, Rockwell, Ta- 
tum and Barnes have accepted positions 
under the federal government. Colonel 
Harrison at once resigned his membership 
in the legislature. None of the other gen- 
tlemen have done e0, however, probably 
feeling that the positiors which they nave 
accepted were not offices ir the eyes of 
the law. 

There is no decision bearing ‘lirectly on 
their cases—at least none with the excep- 
tion of an opinion by Attorney ‘zeneral 
Terrell, which touches the case of Senator 
Mercer. This declares that the position of 
deputy collector of internal revenues i¥ an 
office.

best interests of education, and who are 
qualified by experience and scholastic 
training to properly direct the affairs of 
the schools under their jurisdiction: they 
must be up-to-date normal teachers and 
leaders in educational m@tters, Plate thor- 
oughly educated and professionally trained 
teachers in charge of each school—teachers 
who are educated by choice and familiar 
with modern educational principles. And 


then, having perfected our school system, . 


let us throw open our gates to immigration, 
and we shall get what we are looking for— 
the best citizens of the north and west. 
Trusting that the good work that Com- 
missioner Gienn is about to start will be

PITH REGIMENT WOULDN'T HAVE It 


and To Avoid Embarrassment the 


Former Company Dropped Out. 


WHAT COLONEL CANDLER HAS TO SAY 


fels Not a Personal Fight, but a Matter of 
Upholding the Law-—The Disband- 
ing of the Company. 


The Gate City Guard have withdrawn 
from any intended participation in the 
epening day’s parade and in the entertain- 
ment of the military companies which will 
yisit Atlanta during the exposition. 

This was done yesterday because it was 
announced that the Fifth regiment would 


not march in the processicn if the Guard | 


had a place in line. This statement was 
made by Colonel J. S. Candler in a letter 
to the committee cn ceremonials. 

This letter caused a conference between 
those interested in the opening day’s ex- 
ercises and Captain J. F. Burke. The re- 
guit of this was the decision on the part 
of the Guard to take no part in the open- 
ing day march or in the entertainment of 
exposition visitors, except as individuals. 

About a month ago Captain Burke ap- 
peared before the executive bdard of the 
exposition and stated that he had the au- 
thority of his company to say that the 
Gate City Guard would entertain the vis- 
iting military during the exposition pro- 

‘vided the exposition poard would grant 
them that privilege. The entertainment 
of the visitors was to cost the exposition 
company nothing. The executive board 
gladly consented and thanked Captain 
Burke. 

A few days ago the arrangement of the 
opening day parade was begun by Colonel 
W. L. <ellogg, of Fort McPher 
was appointed marshal of the/day. The 
difficulty was presented of the/ refusal of 
the Fifth Georgia regiment to participate 
- fn the parade in the event that the Guard 
was allowed to parade. 

This brought about the conference which 
resulted in the action of the Gate City 
Guard vesterday. 

When the executive board met yesterday 
afternoon Colonel W. L. Kellogg, marshal 
of the day, and Captain J. F. Burke, of 
the Guard, were present. 

Colonel Hemphill rose and asked that 
the regular order of business be suspended 
in order to hear from Captain Burke, 
which motion was carried. 


Captain Burke addressed the committee, ; 


stating that he had learned semi-officially 
that there was likely to be some obstacle 
In the parade that was contemplated by 
the management on the opening day of the 
exposition; that so far as he learned, the 
matter was more of a personal nature and 
not strictly business connected with the 
board, but yet had a tendency to interfere 
materially with the parade on that day. 
He stated that one month ago he recalled 
ascene that took place in that room, when 
a a messenger from the Gate City Guard 
he proposed to Fréeliéve the management of 
their embarrassment in entertaining the 
large number of military organizations 
that were expected to attend the exposi- 
tion, and that the proposition of the Guard 
Was so weil received and the expressions 
of the management were so sincere and 
outspoken that he felt ® his duty to come 
again by direction of the Guard to relieve 
them of the embarrassment that surround- 
ed the openings day’s exercises. 

He stated further that there must be no 
chstacle in the way of successfully carry- 
ing out whatever programme the manage- 
ment desired to have on that day. The ini- 
tial day of the great fair should be with- 
out jar or dissension, and on behalf of the 
Gate City Gvard he was directed to say 
that every desire or wish that the mem- 
bers of that company may have had is now 
Sacrificed for the good of the exposition, 
and that they yield all their privileges and 
nights in taking part in the exercises of 
that day in order that the management 
may be entirely relieved from embarrass- 
lent.

They state that a proposition was made to 
the Guard to make a friendly test case of 
the right of the Guard to carry arms and 
maintain independent organization, and let 
the supreme court decide upon it. This 
Proposition they say was declined by the 
Guard, who stood upon their original posi- 
tion, and asked that whosoever wished to 
do so might have them arrested. 

They cited the law in support of their 
position. They say the Guard failed to 
meet the requirements of the law regard- 
ing enlistment. and that they were dis- 
banded by Governor Northen. That it is 
against the law for them to bear arms 
while marching they say is quite plain. 

Here is a copy of Governor Northen’s 
order disbanding the Guard: 

“Whereas, it has been made to appear 
to me that the Gate City Guard, a mili- 
tary organization of this state, known 
as Company B, Fourth battalion, Georgia 
Volunteers, is reduced in numbers below 
the minimum allowed by the act of No- 
vember 11, 1889; and, 

“Whereas, upon this fact being made 
known to said Company B, said company 
has refused, through its commanding of- 

cer, to re-enlist in the military forces of 
the state; 

“It is ordered, That said Company B, 
Gate City Guard, Fourth battalion, Geor- 
gia Volunteers, be, and is hereby, dis- 
banded. 

“Ordered, further, That the adjutant 
general of the state at once take charge 
of the arms and property belonging to the 
state which may be now in the possession 
of said company.

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Governor Atkinson Refuses Emphatically 
To Grant Beresford'’s Application. 


CITES THE LORD'S NUMEROUS ESCAPES 


Declares Neither His Conduct Nor 
His Crime Entitle Clemency. 


REFERS TO THE CLAIM CONCERNING HIS WIFE 


The Refusal States That This Feature Does 
Not Ccme in for Consideration, 
Whether True or Not 


Governor Atkinson has refused the ap- 
plication of Lord Beresford for a pardon. 

The ultiinatum of the chief executive has 
been issued, and nis grace, Alfred, Lord 
Beresford, will continue to. mark lumber 
in the Gress camp and luxuriate down 
where the wiregruss grows, instead of 
linking on again to the alleged fortunes of 
his wife. 

Three days ago the application was final- 
ly decided by the governor und the formal 
refusal made out and forwarded to the 
attorneys why had filed the request.’ 

The refusal of Governor Atkinson is fat 
and decisive. He covers the case briefly, 
calling attention to the fact that he had 
been ably defended in the courts and show- 
ing that the verdict and sentence of six 
years in the penitentiary on the tharge of 
forgery after tria] in the Floyd county  3u- 
perior court was fully sustained by tne 
evidence, 

In this refusal the governor cites the 
numerous instances of escape and wvriigs 
it as evidence tc show that nis sentence 
should not be commuted on tne ground of 
good behavior. 

in regard to the claim that tne rela- 
tives of the wife of Lord Beresford, vr 
Sidney Lascelles, were seeking to get con- 
trol of her property by tighting tne appii- 
cation for pardon, which, if refused, would 
cause her to secure a divorce, Governor At- 
kinson states that this claim, even if true, 
could not justify the exercise of the }jar- 
Goning power in his behalf, 

“The state,’’ says the paper of refusal, 
“cannot undertake, for him, nor any other 
married man in the penitentiary to jguar- 
antee that their wives will not, of their 
own accord nor through the influence of 
others, abandon them and seek divorce.’ 

Foliowing is the full paper of reiusul: 

“In re.—Sidney Lascelles, application for 
pardon. The applicant in this case had.a 
fair trial and was defended by talented 
and faithful counsel. His case in one phase 
or another was heard in the superior court, 
in the supreme court of the state, in the 
United States circuit court and in the su- 
preme court of the United States, and the 
verdict of the jury remained undisturbed. 
It cannot be and has not been urged that 
he was not fully and fairly heard by the 
courts, nor that the evidence did not sus- 
tain the verdict finding him guilty of the 
offense of forgery, for which he was sen- 
tenced in the superior court of Floyd coun- 
ty to the term of six years in the peni- 
tentiary. 

“After the commission of the offense of 
which he was convicted he sought to es- 
cape punishment by leaving the state and 
when apprehended in the state of New 
York he resorted to the courts of that 
state to defeat the efforts to bring him to 
Georgia and to escape trial in this state 
for the offense charged. After trial in this 
state and while motion for new trial was 
pending, he was admitted to bail. He aban- 
doned his bondsmen, escaped from the 
State and had to be again arrested and 
brought back to this state. 

“Thus it will be seen that he not only (as 
he had a right to do) resisted conviction 
with the aid of the ablest lawyers in all 


K 


the courts which could be reached, state 
and federal, but sought to escape trial by 
leaving the state and after trial and con- 
viction gave bond, attempted to forfeit 
his bond, abandon his bondsmen and defeat 
the sentence of the court by absconding, 
and Had to be again arrested and brought 
back. to the’ state. Since confinement in 
the penitentiary he made his escape and 
was recaptured. These constitute a part 
of the history of the case which are prop- 
erly considered on application for pardon 
as circumstances throwing light upon the 
fairness of his trial, the justness ‘of his 
conviction and the character of the man. 
The amount involved in the forgery of 
which he was convicted, and of which Mr. 
Hamilton was defrauded, was $1,000. His 
sentence for a case like! his, where there 


was gross abuse of confidence in successful- 
ly accomplishing the forgery and reaping 
a thousand dollars as the fruits of his 
crime, cannot be urged as in excess of that 
inflicted upon other men convicted of of- 
fenses of equal enormity. This defendant 
was tried before Hon. J. W. Maddox when 
judge of the superior court of the Rome 
circuit, and sentenced by his immediate 
successor on the bench, Hon. W. M. Henry. 
Neither of these able and upright judges, 
who were thoroughly familiar with this 
case express any desire to see this defend- 
ant pardoned, nor the least dissatisfaction 
with the length of the sentence imposed 
upon him. The courts having decided that 
the act for which the defendant was tried 
was forgery, the two. trial judges being 
content with- the sentencé, the evidence 
being conclusive of guilt, I cannot, in view 
of these and the facts in the case, hold that 
the sentence passed upon him was too se- 
vere. 

“The claim insisted upon that the defend- 
ant should be pardoned because if required 
to serve the full term of his sentence his 
wife will be induced by the persuasion of 
others to abandon him and seek a divorce, 
cannot, even if it is true that she-is not 
acting on her own judgment and not 
of her own free will and accord, 
justify the exercise of .the pardoning 
power in his behalf. It is the applicant’s 
own voluntary act which has placed him 
in the penitentiary. He knawinely and de- 
liberately did that which forfeited his 
right to liberty and required the state to 
proceed against him for the protection of 
society. 

“The state cannot undertake for him or 
any other married man in the penitentiary 
to guarantee that their wives will not of 
their own accord nor through the influence 
of others abandon them and seek a divorce. 
It is his own act which gives his wife the 
opportunity and subjects her to this témpta- 
tion. If she chooses that course he must 
bear it rather than society suffer by a fail- 
ure to inflict proper puniShment. The claim . 
of good behavior is, when established, of 
value in applications for a pardon, but does 
not! of itself justify the exercise of execu- 
tive clemency. Good behavior, under: our 
law, entitles the convict, without the exer- 
cise of the pardoning power, to a liberal 
reduction in the term of his sentence, and 
this reduction the authorities are careful 
to see is accorded them. The records, how- 
ever, show that the behavior of this “man 
has not always been good. It shows that 
on one occasion he escaped from the peni- 
tentiary and was captured after an absence 
of several days. | 

“If the charagter of this man is esti- 
mated by transactions of. his as stated in 
documents filed with me, he should not be 
discharged from custody without- the 
strongest and most mandatory reasons. If 
his character is to be estimated according 
to his own statements and the darkness 
which surrounds his origin and his history 
and upon which he declines to throw light, 
to turn him loose upon society before he 
has served out the sentence of the court 
would be a hazardous experiment.

AN OLD MAN'S PARDON. 


Executive Clemency Extended to 
Mr. T. B. Littlefield. 


Gcvernor Atkingon placed his official sig- 
nature yesterday to a paper granting par- 
don to T. P. Littlefield. 

This is the last chapter to a tragedy that 
five years ago startled the state and shook 
south Georgia with stirring sensation, 

Littlefield wes a well Known citizen of 
Wayne county and lived in the quiet little 
city of Jesup. He was Known to be a man 
of calm temperament and even disp sition. 
But Littlefield had a wife. It was said 
that he had suspected her of unfaithful- 
ness and many reports of her conduct had 
reached him. They had lived together for 
ma'iy years. lie was then over fifty years 
old, and his wife was about the same age. 

Ai one time Litticfield was absent from 
home. It was thought that he would be 
away for quite a while. He returned unex- 


pectedly—a fatal return. 

The horror of the sight when he walked 
into -his room almost crazed him. Ina 
moment his pistol was in his hand cnd be- 
fore they could escape or make any at- 
tempt at defense he had killed his wife and 
@ man named McCall. The awful details 
of the deed shocked the whole section, 

Littlefield was arrested, tried and sen- 
tenced before Judge Spencer Atkinson to 
life imprisoninent. Five years have }.ssed 
and the approved application for his yar- 
don has come in. This application 'stated 
that he had always been a quiet, peaceful 
and inoffensive inan; that he is in the 
sixtieth year of his age, broken in. spirit 
and in health. It is stated that he is not 
able to do work® and is suffering from rheu- 
matism and Bright’s disease. It is said 
that his conduct during imprisonment has 
been unexceptional. 

The petition for pardon was signed by 
many. The presiding judge of the Sruns- 
wick circuit, Judge J. L. Sweat, Judge At- 
kinson, who presided during the trial, are 
both of thé opinion that justice has been 
fully answered. ‘The solicitor general also 
joins in this opinion. : 

This petition was also signed by every 
member of the grand jury who indicted 
him and by eight of the members of the 
petit jury, by all of the county oficers, by 
the representatives and senator from that 
district, by a large number of citizens from 
that and adjacent counties, by fifteen of 
the members of the Brunswick bar circuit, 
and by the penitentiary officials.

Again the mother insisted that 
Carroll depart, and again the daughter re- 
quested him to leave. Carroll, who was 
partially intoxicated, became thoroughly 
enraged and drew a pistol. He fired upon 
the woman five times, three shots taking 


effect. 

Carroll rushed out cf the place and man- 
aged to escape arrest until some hours af- 
ter the shooting, but was captured. He 
made no resistance, but said that the kill- 
ing was purely accidental. The woman was 
able to make an ante-mortem statement, 
and declared that there was no reason for 
the killing, other than has been told in this 
recount of the facts. She told the name of 
the murderer and all the circumstances be- 
fore dying. 

Tvto Other. Murderers Indicted. 

Adolphus Badger and Will Bruce were 
both indicted for the murder of Earl Bai- 
ley. The two murderers are now at large 
and have been since the 4th of July, upon 
which patriotic day the killing occurred.

Quo- 
tations advanced to 7.25 tor January, within 
2 points of the highest yet reached, ‘lhe 
close was steadier at about 26 points net 
advance for the day—January 7.24@7.25—the 
highest Civsing o: the year, with transac- 
tions of 272,iW bales, The news of the day 
was a confirmation of all that hus been re- 
ceived for two or three weeks past. Il*‘rom 
New Orleans news comes that worms are 
cleaning up many plantations. Many 
places in southern and other sections of 
Alabama the crop will be &% per cent less 
than last year. From many points in Tex- 
as similar messages caine. In southern 
Alabama we were wired that the crop de- 
preciated 15 per cent during August. The 
Mississippi weekly government report is 
expected to be very unfavorable. ‘the crop 
everywhere is estimated all the way from 
ten days to three weeks later than last 
year, and conditions getting worse from 
day to day, so that conservative men are 
bringing their estimate down to 7,000,000 
-bales. With such figures proving true 9 c 
would be cheap for cotton. Houston re- 


ceipts today were 3,283, against 5,445. Port 
receipts for two days this week, 2,03, 


against 9,254 last year. New Orleans esti- 
mated tomorrow 100 against S54. Of course 
the bears say the unfavorable crop news 
is untrue or greatly exaggerated, but while 
receipts were so light it cannot be wise to 
go short of cotton. Still, while we are 
bulls and believe im higher prices, we also 
think that very sharp advances insthe im- 
mediate future are likely *o prove good 
selling points for manw wk» are ready to 
take back their holdings on the reactions 
which are almost sure to follow, a strong, 
advancing market usually pyramided, 
and is, therefore, liable at any time to 
have very sharp brenks such as we had last 
week, and these breaks, of course, usually 
follow any extraordinarily rapid upward 
turn. The wise trader knows that profits 
are good things to take, and that if the 
buil does not dispose of his holdings the 
professional talent will not hesitate to kill 
his property short and reduce its value.

Today’s Features—It was a wild market 
due to a sharp rise in Liverpool,. unfavor- 
able crop reports and heavy buying by 
local, southern and European operators. It 
is contended by southern commissioners 
of agriculture that there will be a de- 
crease in the yield of 25 per cent in Ar- 
kansas, Louisiana and North Carolina, 40 
per cent in Florida, 23 per cent in Georgia 
and Tennessee and 15 per cent in South 
Carolina. The decrease in Texas, it is 
claimed, will be anywhere from 245 to 40 
per. cent. The Liverpool rise astonished 
everybody, bulls and bears alike, and the 
rise today in this market was phenomenal. 
This season will be long remembered as one 
of the most notable in the history of cot- 
ton speculation. The speculation was large 
and the closing prices were about the 
highest of the day. The plant is late, the 
rains in Texas and Tennessee are insuffi- 
cient, there is too much rain in Georgiz, 
the crop is being damaged by worms, rust 
and blight and there isa disposition to 
buy for an advance not only here, but 
abroad. The extraordinary rise in Liver- 
pool was due to heavy buying by operators 
there and also in London, Manchester and 
on the continent. The’bullish reports by 
the state commissioners by the govern- 
ment and by the trade journals also tend 
to foster the bullish sentiment, and, in 
fact, fan into a flame that sweeps every- 
thing before it like a great prairie fire.

Weekly Government Weather and 
Crop Report. 


Washington, September 38.—The weekly 
weather crop bulletin issued by the weatncr 
bureau is as fcllows: , 

North Carolina—Temperature above nor- 
mal; rain fall deficient; sunshine abundant, 
making a very favorable week; cotton im- 
proved; it is opening now and picking will 
begin next week. 

South Corolina—Cotton opening doe red 
picking begun actively; reports of shedding 
still general. 

Georgia—Rainfall unevenly distributed, 
and in many l!ocalities too much for cotton, 
which is shedding and rusting, but unusu? 
ally free of insects; in southern and cen- 
tral counties a few fields of cotton are 
ready for picking. 

Florida—ttainfall below normal and badly 
distributed; favorable conditions for cotton 
picking, which is occupying the attention 
ot farmers. 

Alabama—Warm, cloudy ard frequent 
showers; general rain Tuesday,-at some 
points heavy; continued moisture prélonged 
rust and rot in cotton, which shows slight 
improvement, but bollworms are numerous 
and damaging; picking slow but becoming 
general. : 

Misse#sippi—Full reports show that the 
condition of cotton varies considerably; 
blight, rust, shedding, worms and other 
pests have greatly injured cotton in muny 
sections. 

Louisiana—Generally favorable growing 
weela; cotton opening rapidly, picking gen- 
eral; poisoning worms effective. 

Texas—Showers over the greater portion 
of the state have improved late cotton and 
top crops, but in some localities aqamaged 
early cotton; picking continues slowly. 

Arkansas—Cotton has deteriorated on ac- 
count of rust and shedding, and bollworms 
are reported in several southeastern coun- 
ties, though no serious damage has been 
done by them as yet; cotton opening rapid- 
ly and first pales have been marketed over 
southern half of the state. 

Tennessee—Cotton suffering from drought.

Business Enough To Make an Unfav- 
orable Impression on Wheat. 


Chicago, September 3.—While the busi- 
ness in wheat today was not of a particu- 
larly important chafacter, still there was 
enough of it to make a decided impression 
of an unfavorable kind on prices. The 
Spring wheat movement absorbs interest 
at the present time. A tremendous yield 
has been harvested, but complaints as to 
the quality are numerous. The Orange 
Judd Farmer estimates the crop of both 
winter and spring at 459,000,000 bushels, 
aGalnst 405,000,000 bushels the _ previous 
year, The Prairie Farmer (Thoman) states 
that expectations are for 25,000,000 bushels 
more than estimated earlier.

Chicago, September 3.—Around the oepen- 
ing this morning the feeling was steady, 
and the market advanced about 5c over 
Saturday’s close on a much better tone tv 
cables, light deliveries and smaller world’s 
shipments te Furope for the week than 
gererally expected—only about 5,00, 9) 
hushels against a requirement of 7,%0'.000 
bushels. The buying, however, was not ofa 
character to sustain the advance, being 
largely for the account of scalpers. On the 
other hand, elevators were sellers, as well 
az some professionals, and as the market 
began to decline holdeis liquidated, making 
cfferings very much in eicess of the scat- 
tered demand. The first increase of the 
season in the visible supply occurred to- 
day, which was 350,000 bushels. The fig- 
urés would have been offset were it not 
for the fact that a private elevator in Mil- 
waukee containing 350,000 bushels was 
made “regular.’’ The increase, however, is 
not large for the time of year, amounting 
on ist of September, 1894; to over 2,000,000 
bushels. Liverpool stocks increased about 
1,700,000 bushels for August. Clearances for 
two days were light at 130,000 bushels of 
wheat and flour. Rumors that — $1,000,000 
gold will be shipped tomorrow had a fur- 
ther depressing effect the last hour, as 
did also the break in corn. Sixty cents is 
freely predicted for December before we 
get a substantial reaction. The market 
needs support. 

The weather condition over the corn belt 
created a weak feeling for the start, not- 
withstanding light deliveries and the pre- 
mium for October over September. The 
pressure to sell was very noticeable, espe- 
cially the last option, which showed a de- 
cline of 1%c per bushel from Saturday’s 
close. Estimates for tomorrow of 740 cars 
brought out local selling, and was the cause 
for the last break. 

Oats continued weak in sympathy with 
the other cereals. 

‘The initial trades in provisions were at 
slightly better figures than the close on 
Saturday on the light deliveries of lard 
and ribs. The:decline in grain, however, 
caused prices to weaken and the market 
afterwards broke sharply on selling ai- 
tributed to packers. ‘

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The PostofMice Officials Are Crowded with 
Business These Days. 


FREE DELIVERY AT THE EXPOSITION GROUNDS 


Three Daily Mails Will Be Collected and 
Delivered at the Exposition— Fine 
Facilities Will Be Provided. 


A run was made on the general delivery 
window of the postoffice yesterday morn- 
ing, and for four long hours the crowd 
surged its way to the little window through 
which the letters are passed out to the ex- 
pectant. 

Even a larger crowd pressed up to the 
stamp window and applied for the little 
slips of gummed paper that are necessary 
to insure the delivery of Uncle Sam’s mail. 

The rush that was made on the two win- 
dows yesterday morning is without a paral- 
lel since Postmaster Fox has held his posi- 
tion with the government. Nothing has 
ever been seen in Atlanta before that com- 
pared with the scene. For four hours the 
hall of the government building was crowd- 
ed with applicants at the windows. They 
surged in at the doors and being met by 
the crowd turned and sought entrance 
through other doors, only to find the vesti- 
bule was blocked. With an eagerness sel- 
dom seen even at a ticket window the peo- 
ple pressed and elbowed their way in the 
direction of the stamp window, and to ease 
the pressure it was necessary for the stamp 
officials to ask that all have their money 
ready so there would be no delay. The one 
window in the stamp office was found to 
be insufficient through which to supply the 
demand for stamps, and a clerk from the 
mail department was added to the stamp 
force. Even then it was with great diffi- 
culty that the crowd was accommodated. 

“I have never seen anything like it,’’ said 
Postmaster Fox yesterday. ‘“‘The crowds 
reminded me of circus day in a countty 
town and every one was anxious to get 
his mail or his supply of stamps at the 
same time. I thought at first the rush 
would last only for a few minutes, and in 
a short while order would be restored and 
the applicants would begin to thin out. In 
this opinion I was mistaken, for the crowd 


_increaséd and held on until almost dinner 


time. It took just twice the force to sell 
the stamps that it requires on normal days 
and in the general mall delivery department 
it has been a rush all day long. 

“This rush of people to the postoffice 
can mean only one thing and that is that 
there are more people in town today than 
were here yesterday. I can see it easily. 
Qur deliveries have been greater than ever 
before, and we are selling more stamps 
than at anytime since I have been postmas- 
ter. The spk is being felt and the 
pulse of thé crowd is being ascertained 
right here. 

Mail Facilities at the Exposition. 

The mail facilities that are to be given 
the exposition public will be most satis- 
factory—better than ever before at any 
exposition. 

It will be complete in every particular. 
Each day three mails will be delivered at 
the grounds and just as often the mails 
will be collected. This will give the same 
accommodations at the grounds that busi- 
ness men have in the heart of the city. 

Early yesterday morning two mail car- 
riers went out to the exposition grounds 
and their instructions were to take the 
names of all who will be permanently lo- 
cated in the buildings and who expect to 
receive their mail at the park. The list will 
be completed in a day or two, and it will 
then be no trouble for the carriers to deliv- 
er promptly all mail matter that will be 
received at the general office. The mail 
will be worked through the Atlanta office, 
and three times each day will be carried 
to the grounds by the carriers. Then it 
will be carried through every building and 
distributed. 


How It Will Be Colleeted. 

The arrangements for the collecting of 
mail has been elaborate. Boxes will be 
placed in position just as’soon as the ex- 
position company erects the posts on which 
the boxes are to be fastened. 

“We will have a perfect system of col- 
lecting the mail,’’ said Mr. Fox, “and it 
will not pags through the general office, 
but will be worked in the postal car at the 
grounds and carried directly to the trains 
leaving the city. 

“At the Wilson street avenue I will have 
placed in position a large mail box which 
will have an opening from the outside as 
well as the inside of the grounds. The 
government authorities have only given 
me permission to provide for the collec- 
tion and delivery of mail at the grounds, 
and the territory from the city limits to 
the grounds fence wfll have no facilities. 
But I have to some extent remedied this. 
At the gate the big box will be placed so 
that any one from the outside of the 
grounds can drop a letter in, which will 
be collected by the carrier. This will save 
parties the trouble. of coming to the city 
to mail their letters. 

‘“‘At another convenient place on thé 
grounds I will place another large box. In 
addition to this there will be thirteen other 
boxes scattered about the place in the 
buildings. The - mail will be collected and 
made up so as to be carried off on all 
regular trains leaving the city. This will 
be of great advantage to the public, and 
will save time and annoyance. The boxes 
will be placed at the grounds just as soon 
as the exposition company erects the posts 
on which the boxes will be fastened.’’

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Rabbi David Marx To Deliver His Inang- 
ural Friday Night atthe Synagogue. 


HOW ATLANTA'S NEW RABBI APPEARS 


He Came to Atlanta from Birmingham, 
Where He Was Greatly Esteemed 
by All the People. 


The inaugural address of Rabbi David 
Marx will be delivered at the Jewish syna- 


gogue Friday night. 

Dr. Marx has been in Atlanta only a few 
days, coming as the chosen successor to 
Rabbi Reich, who was at the head of the 
Jewish congregation here for several years. 

The new rabbi is one of the most learn- 
ed men of his belief in the south, In ap- 
pearance he is extremely youthful for the 
high office he holds, He is not of the cus- 
tomary ecclesiastical type nor is there 
anything in his.conversation or tone to 
suggest the exalted position he occupies 
in the Jewish church. Of medium height 
with shoulders slightly stooped from con- 
stant study and physique sugges- 
tive of the athelete, his trim figure would 
invite a second look in any ‘crowd. A 
countenance full and forceful, with a 
mouth of firm individuality, and eyes that 
sparkle and snap with intellectual vigor, 
the new rabbi shows that he is in every 
Way capacitated to take up the great 
work assigned to him here. 

Dr. Marx is not yet thirty years old. He 
was educated in New Orleans, where he 
was reared and where his family resides. 
Leaving there some years ago he went 
to Cincingati, at which place_his education 
was completed. He served a large con- 
gregation in Cincinnati immediately after 
his graduation there. The next year he 
was removed to Birmingham, at which 
time he was ordained rabbi. Here he 
served for one year, 

When the resignation of Rabbi Reich was 
placed with the church some months ago 
and accepted the question came as to 
who would be his successor. Various names 
of eminent men were considered and dis- 
cussed. Several officials of the church 
were called to lecture and give test ser- 
mons in the synagogue. Among these was 
Dr. Marx. It was said that he was too 
young to take charge of such @ large or- 
ganization as the Jewish church in At- 
lanta, but this Objection was speedily dis- 
missed when the lecture of the young man 
was heard. In his eloquent, fervent, vigor- 
ous way Dr. Marx impressed all who heard 
him as a student and a man of learning. 

He was elected to the church and notified 
that he had been chosen successor to Rabbi 
Reich. 

When the information reached the church 
in Birmingham there was great regret, for 
it was known that Dr. Marx had an- 
nounced his intention of coming to At- 
lanta. His service in the Alabama city 
was fruitful of good results. 

Last Friday he arrived for the first time 
in this city and was met by a committee 
of the Hebrew congregation. He was es- 
corted to 291 Washington street, where he 
was found yesterday afternoon. 

Dr. Marx talked pleasantly about At- 
lanta and stated that he was struck with 
the business-like aspect of the city. He 
had conducted services once since his ar- 
rival, but the inaugural address would be 
delivered Friday night. 

The new rabbi is an adherent of what 
is known as the reform school of Judaism. 
This school believes in the modification 
of the ritual in some respects and a lessen- 
ing of form and ceremonials. 

Dr. Marx has impressed all who have 
met him with his magnetic manner and at- 
tentive courtesy.

WEATHER SYNOPSIS AND FORECAST. 


Telegraphic reports received at the local 
weather bureau last evening showed that 
the barometric pressure is increased from 
the Mississippi riv@r eastward and decreas- 
ed westward.

But figures tell the story of the race 
better than President Nicklin or the di- 
rectors of the association can work it out. 

Even the figures made by President Nick- 
lin in his official bulletin issued yester- 
Gay before the last games of the season 
were played show that Atlanta is ahead 
of the Nashville team, the team with which 
Atlanta is tied, ‘according to President 
Nicklin’s theory. 

Plain, easy division that any schoolboy 
can handle will demonstrate the fact that 
Atianta is nearer the flag pole than is 
Nashville. 

Since the season opened Atlanta has 
played 104 games, according to the count 
from Atlanta’s standpoint, and has won 
seventy, losing thirty-four. 

That would give Atlanta a standing of 
673. 

But according to the official bulletin 
President Nicklin issues Atlanta has played 
only 103 games and has won sixty-nine, 
losing thirty-four. 

By the Atlanta count Nashville has play- 
ed 106 games and has won seventy-one and 
lost thirty-five. ’ 

President Nicklin sent out in his bulle- 
tin the same figures for that club. 

The standing of clubs at the end of 
the season or at any time during the sea- 
gon is obtained by dividing the number 
of games a club has won by the number of 
games a club has played, annexing to the 
games Won as many cyphers as may be 
necessary to secure a result satisfactory to 
the worker. In doing the figuringin base- 
ball there is no set rule as to the number 
of cyphers that may be annexed, but 
through the season it is customary to 
annex enough to bring the quotient to three 
figures. 

Ifa computation is made from the games 
played and won as Atlanta looks at it the 
‘pennant is clearly the property of the 
Atlanta team by four points, stopping at 
three figures for the quotient. 

But if the calculation is made from the 
figures sent out by President Nicklin the 
two teams would be even if only three 


j - figures were brought into the quotient. 


Should the division, however, be carried 
’ further the next figure, or the fourth, would 
give Atlanta the lead by one point. 

By President Nicklin’s bulletin Atlantas’ 
103 games sent into the sixty-nine games 
Atlanta has won would produce .6699, while 
by the same process, taking President 


ee Nicklin’s figures for Nashville, which are 


the same Atlanta has been carrying, 
Nashville -would have .6698. This can be 
verified by any one who cares to divide 
sixty-nine by 103 to secure Atlanta’s stand- 
ing er who cares to divide seventy-one by 
106 to secure Nashville’s nding. 

In making these calculafons, however, 
‘there are several points of interest to the 
Atlantas which are not shown in the 
figures. In the first place there is that 
Evansville game in the early part of the 
season which was forfeited to Atlanta by 
the Indiana team leaving the city without 
piaying. Then there is one of the games 
Atiania had in Chattanooga when that 
team went to pieces and the same may 
be said of a game on that Memphis trip 
when the league was cut down to six 
clubs. Then in addition to that, that Mont- 
gomery game which Atlanta played on 
Apegust 27th has been lost sight of in some 
way. 

Yet, on top of this, President Nicklin has 
declared that the race is a ..e, and that At- 
jlanta and Nashville stand side by side for 
first place. Just what he bases that decis- 
ion on no one here seems to know, but ail 
the same he sent that out as his decree. 

TLere is no rule that says the result shall 
hirge on three figires, notwithstaniing the 
fact that The Nashville American says so. 
Three times within the history of baseball 
the resuit of close races have brought into 
use more than three figures, and once it 
went into five before the controversy could 
be settled.

When seen yesterday by a reporter Miss 
Temple was engaged in cutting out a draw- 
ing she had just finished. She worked 
with her pen knife and ccnversed with the 
reporter at the same time. 

“This is not my regular work,” she said, 
“TJ am doing ihis as [ have no more papel 
of the Kind required to make my draw- 
ings on. I am doing this as a pastime, 
and we want to get the decorations done 
as soon as possible. 

“We will finish the wall decorations in 
a few dnys and then we will bwin the 
hard task, that of painting the dome. It 
is pretty high and large around up there, 
isn’t 1t?’’ she said looking up at the spa- 
cious dome of the building. 

“I will hardly get up that high and Will 
have to stand on the second floor and 
superintend the work. Don’t you think 
the walls and decorations are very pretty?”

The Heavy August Rainfall Was Without 
Recorded Precedent. 


THE CROPS ARE NOW IN GOOD CONDITION 


From All Sections the Reports Received 
Are Encouraging and the Farmers 
Expect Gocd Yields. 


The crops of the state are in a most 
promising condition, notwithstanding the 
unprecedented rainfall for the month of 
August. 

The effect of the rain has caused some 
of the cotton plants to prematurely drop 
their bolls, but this will not seriously 
damage the crop. The rain has evidently 
been of great benefit to the corn crop, a5 
reports for the past week show good ad- 
vances that have been made. In the north- 
ern portion of the state rain has not 
fallen for several days and much fodder 
and grain have been harvested. 

The rain has in no way affected the 
smaller crops and all that has been hoped 
by the farmers will be realized. 

There has againj been too much rain for 
cotton in most sections of the state. The 
plant continues to shed, and rust is quite 
prevalent. Picking is becoming general in 
southern counties, several bales already 
having been marketed from that section. 
In the northern portion of the state the 
bolls are opening rapidly, but as yet only 
@ small amount has been picked. Corh and 
all minor crops, vegetabies, etc., are in a 
most flourishing condition, having been 
very favorably affected by both the tem- 
perature and rain of the past seven days. 


Northwest Section. 


Reports received from the northwestern 
counties show that there has been an am- 
ple supply of rainfall and heat in those 
counties during the past week; in fact, 
for cotton there has generally been too 
much of the former, and the plant is still 
shedding and rusting in many fields, but 
complaints of .the ravages of insects are 
unusually few. Corn still holds its own, 
looks healthy and where not entirely made 
has improved. Fodder pulling has been 
pushed as rapidly as the wet weather 
would permit and in a few favored locali- 
ties is well advanced toward completion. 
A portion of this important forage crop 
has been either injured or entirely ruined 
by excessive moisture. Minor crops have 
improved. 

North Section. 


The weather in the northern counties of 
the state during the past seven days has 
been warm, with very little rainfall, which 
has been beneficial to cotton, which is now 
opening rapidly. Large quantities of up- 
land fodder have also been saved and 
housed in good condition. While the weath- 
er has been favorable to the above named 
crops, it has been a little unfavorable to 
late corn and turnips, on account of the 
land becoming dry and hard, except in a 
few favored localities, where good showers 
have fallen. Cotton is improving, and all it 
needs now is a late fall. All minor crops 
are reported in good condition. 


East Section. 


In the east. section of the state plenty | 


of raih has fallen in all and too much in 
some localities. Burke, Columbia and 
Emanuel counties @bmplain of too much 
wet weather doing ‘injury to cotton by 
causing rust and shedding. Generally it 
has been a fairly good week. Cotton has 
Opened well and farmers have been occu- 
pied by picking it. Fodder pulling has been 
completed. Corn is all made and weather 
can now only affect its curing and harvest. 
Sweet potatoes are doing well and are be- 
ing used. All minor crops have done well. 


Southwest Section. 


The weather in the southwest portion of 
the state during the past seven days has 
on the whole been favorable for crops, ex- 
cept in a few localities where too much 
rain is reported. Cotton is opening rapidly 
and picking is now the order of the day. 
Considerable rust is reported in cotton. 
Sugar cane, peas, potatoes and rice are as 
g00d as could be desired. Fodder has about 
ali been pulled and stacked. Fruit all gone. 
Planters are now busy with fall gardening. 


South Section. 


In the south section there was ‘an 
supply of heat, but the rainfall alge. 
unevenly distributed. As a rule there was 
too much rain for cotton. in which it has 
caused an increase of shedding and rust. 
Picking is becoming quite general. Corn 
has improved. Fodder pulling has been 
finished, except in a few unfavored locali- 
tfes. Minor crops have improved under the 
influence of favorable weather. 


Scutheast Section. 


In the southeast section re 

se =ports received 
show the week a dry one, except in Tatt- 
nall county, where our reporter complains 
of too much rain. In this county cotton is 
showing rust and top forms are shedding. 
Generally cotton ~has done well. Rice is 
looking well. Cane has shown some im- 
nt tame os a blown down badly in

Northeast Section. 
Correspondents in the northeastern coun- 


| ties report the weekly rainfall light, which 


has been favorable to all vegetation, on ac- 
count of the previous wet weather. Cotton 
has been opening. In Franklin county it 
has nearly Stopped shedding. Late cotton, 
as a rule, shows injury from rust. it has 
been a good week for the filing of corn, 
most of which is now made. There is seme 
complaint of an insect injuring turnips. 
Sorghum is being made into sirup. 


West Section. 


There has been an excess of rainfall in 
most of the western counties of the state 
during the past week, while in some few 
counties the rainfail has only been about 
normal. In the former counties cotton has 
been considerably damaged. The plant is 
still small and late, and rust and sheddin 
is quite general. It is also opening prema- 
turely. Some farmers have begun to pick. 
The rains have been beneficial to potatoes 
and all minor crops. Most all upland fod- 
der has been saved and housed in gocl con- 
dition. Sorghum fine and large yuaniities 
of sirup are peing made. 


Central Section. 


With hot weather and an occasional 
shower crops in central Georgia have ccn- 
tinued to improve, except in the cxsse of 
cotton, for which there was. generally too 
much rain. Farmers have been busy pick- 
ing the staple when the weather was dry 
enough for field work. Althouzh com- 
plaints of shedding and rust are yuite fre- 
quent, the plant has heen free of insects, 
except in a few isolated cases. Large 
quantities of fodder have been ruined by 
the excess of wet weather, but the turmer 
is devoting considerable time to saving 
what remains in the fields. Sorghum cane 
looks healthy. Corn shows no signs of 
deterioration. Fruit is getting scarce, but 
the harvest was large and Ahe tarirer 
‘well satisfied. Potatoes and peas are tiviv- 
ing under the influence of abundant rains.

"THE WOUNDED IMPROVE. 


Four Men Who Were Stabbed 
Are Getting Better. 


The 


The four men who were dangerously 
stabbed on Labor Day were somewhat im- 
proved yesterday. The young man named 
Beecham, who was stabbed in the breast 
by a woman, is still in a dangerous con- 
dition, but the hospital physicians ex- 
pressed hope that he would recover last 
night. 

Labor Day resulted in a regular Fourth 
of July sequel in the city pofice court yes- 
terday. A very large number of of- 
fenders of every kind were up vefore 
Judge Andy Calhoun and Clerk Wynne 
seeking an adjustment of their Labor Day 
troubles. 

During the day yesterday Judge Cal- 
houn disposed of ninety-five cases and left 
a large batch yet to be tried. The station 
house filled up very rapidly again yester- 
day and last night, however, and a big 
docket will consume the time of the court 
today. 

The most serious of the Labor Day fights 
and affrays were the four cases of stab- 
bing, in which John and Will Jantzen, J. 
A. Beecham and Earl Madison were dan- 
gerously cut. The Jantzen brothers were 
slashed with a big knife wielded by Frank 
Wood,°a railroad man in the service of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad. Madison 
was badly slashed by Clinch Suttles and 
C. H. Simpson, two young men well known 
about town. Beecham was nearly stabbed 
to death by Laura Moncrief, an inmate of 
a Collins street home. 

It was thought on Monday night that 
Beecham and John Jantzen would die; but 
yesterday their condition had changed for 
the better and both were in a fair way to 
recover. Beecham is yet in a prcarious 
condition, however, and he will be laid up 
some time if he finally recoveres from the 
stab inflicted by the enraged woman at 
Belle Burton’s house on Collins street. The 
facts of the stabbing cannot be secured, 
neither the man nor the woman having 
shown a disposition to talk on the affair. 
The best accounts seem to be that PBeech- 
am accused the woman of stealing his 
money and becoming angry she jerked out 
@ pointed weapon and jabbed it into Beech- 
am’s breast just above the heart. 

Beecham was removed to the Grady hos- 
pital where he has since been in a dan- 
gerous condition. The woman, Laura Mon- 
crief, was arrested an hour after the cut- 
ting by Detectives Wootten and Ivy and 
lodged in the station house. She was tak- 
én before Justice of the Peace Foute yes- 
trday where she gave tond and was re- 
leased. 

Frank Wood, the railroad man who cut 
the Jentzen brothers, is confined at the 
station house awaiting preliminary exami- 
nation on a charge of assault with intent 
to murder. It is said that he walked irto 
Farrell‘s barroom on Peters street where 
the Jentzens were sitting at a table and 
without warning began slashing them with 
a dangerous looking knife. John Jentzen 
received a deep wound in the abdomen and 
also one in the back. His brother received 
a slight cut before the two and others in 
the room could eject the apparently craz) 
man. The Jentzens grabbed a chair and 
Wood was beat over the head with it and 
ejected from the place. He was arrested 
shortly afterwards ard locked up on a 
charge of assault with intent to murder. 

The Jentzens said last night that they 
would prosecute Wood to the full extent 
of the law. Wood says that he remembers 
nothing of the affray and that if he cut 
the Jentzens he does not know it. He 
claims to be a yard conductor for the 
Western and Atlantic. 

Earl Madison was attacked at Lakewood 
park during the Labor Day. celebration 
at that resort Monday. It is said that he 
was going down the pavilion steps and in 
deing so accidentally stumbled against 
Clinch Suttles. Suttles is a young man 
with a very quick temper and without 
warning to Madison he jerked out an old 
rusty razor and slashed Madison in the 
face and head.
